In a seaming apparatus, the prior art does not teach or make obvious the 

concept of a pin portion (29) formed and arranged to hold in said apparatus, flexible 
sheet material (12,14), in use of the apparatus, at a time when it is not engaged by 
either the drive means (20,22) or the bonding means (16,18), enabling flexible sheet 
material in use of the apparatus to be pivoted there around for easy maneuvering of a 
seam shape in the manner claimed by the applicant.
